$*5,000 and there was no record of any 
order reducing it.

OKLAHOMA TOTTON TROP 
ABOVE THE AVERAGE 
Washington, Aug. 2.—The condition 
of the growing cotton crop of the Unit 
ed States on July 25 was 79.6 per cent 
of a normal, compared with 81.8 per 
cent on June 25, 1913, 76.5 per cent on 
July 25,1912, 89.1 per cent on July 25, 
1911, and 80.0 per cent, the average on 
July 25 of the past ten years, accord­ 
ing to the third cotton condition re­ 
port of the season issued at noon to­ 
day by the crop reporting bureau of 


statistics, department of agriculture, 
and estimated cotton reports of its 
correspondents and agents. 
The area planted to cotton this year 
as previously reported by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture in its preliminary 
estimate is about *35,622,000 acres, or 
2.5 per cent more than the 34,766,000 
acres planted lait year. 
The Oklahoma condition is report­ 
ed at 81 per cent, as compared with 
80 in 1912, 88 in 1911 and a ten-year 
average of 81. The acreage as compar­ 


ed with last year is 107 per cent.

ernm ent witnesses, and friends of the 
defendants are publicly boasting that 
the wealth and political prominence of 
the defendants’ relatives will procure 
my hand to be stayed through influ­ 
ence at W ashington.” 


Attorney General McReynolds and 
Secretary of Labor Wilson, the latter 
brought into the case by the fact that 
the elder Caminetti, as commissioner 
of immigration, was one of his sub­ 
ordinate officials, denied that any in­ 
fluence had been brought to bear up­ 
on them to obtain a postponement 
o fthe Diggs-Caminetti trials. P resi­ 
dent Wilson thereupon accepted the 
McNab resignation. 
It was expected that Thomas E. 
Hayden, associate counsel for the gov­ 
ernment in the Diggs-Caminetti cases 
would lead in the prosecution. Learn­ 
ing of protests that he was too in­ 
experienced as a criminal lawyer to 
participate in the case. Mr. Hayden 
tendered his resignation to Attorney 
General McReynolds. The ease will 
now be prosecuted by Attorneys Sul­ 
livan and Roche, the government's 
principal counsel.

About the only Public Health legis­ 
lation secured at the recent session 
of the legislature was 
an 
amend­ 
ment, by Senator Roddie, added to 
the general appropriation bill, which 
prodded for the purchase and distri­ 
bution of biological products, known 
as curatives and preventives, in the 
treatment of diphtheria and mening­ 
itis, and for the pasteur 
treatment 
for hydrophobia, vaccine for small­ 
pox and typhoid fever. These are to 
be distributed to the indigents of the 
state upon applications made to the 
State Commissioner of Health, and 
upon blanks prescribed by the State 
Board of Health. 
Distributions 
are to be 
made 
through at least one drug store in 
every county, and for this purpose 
the legislature appropriated $7,500. 
The Board of Health at the present 
time is busy making preparations and 
organizing the county machinery so 
as to make this available at as early 
a date as possible. 
Doctors and Public Health Officers 
have known for a 
long time that 
diphtheria wan common to all classes 
yet our earliest cases , during an epi­ 
demic, as a 
rule, 
happen 


further appropriations that 
adequate. 
In the state of Missour 
’or the 
treatment of hog cholera, it is claim­ 
ed, they appropriated $100,000. This 
amount would furnish antitoxin free 
for every case of diphtheria in the 
state of Oklahoma. Surely the num­ 
ber of persons who die from this dis­ 
ease each year, who could be saved 
through the use of aatitoxin, should 
be worth equally as much 
to 
the 
state as the number of hogs that die 
of hog cholera. 
We never knew a man to have a 
child sick with 
diphtheria 
and 
in 
danger of dying from the disease, but 
what he would willingly sacrifice ev- 
^ry hog that he had if it would save 
the child. 


The Sta e Health Department con­ 
tinues to receive reports of individ­ 
uals bitten by rabid dogs and appli­ 
cations for help from all portions of 
the state. Wfthin a Tew days we will 
be in a position to furnish and ad­ 
minister the Pasteur trea ment to the 
indigents of the state upon applica­ 
tion. Arrangements are 
now 
being 
made looking to that end. 


The S*tafe Health Departm ent will 
designa e one drug store

county as a Board of Health station 
where free antitoxins can be had for 
the indigents.
